cf the C\ziftians, he ruſhed fo fiercely on bim, that he euck him 
to the ground, and with bis ſwo2d clove his bead: The Pagans 
ſzeing their Generals lain, and ſome began to fie, ſeunded a re: 
treat, the Chziſtiang greedy. of their blood, purſuing, dew many 
thouſands, ethers it ep'd into the Sta and wert dzowned, leaving 
the Chiiſtians a compleat vigozy, who immediatelp returned inte 
the City, wheic was great lamentatſon made Tov the unkoztunatt 
death of the Empere-:r of Conſtantinople, Where he was nob'y by » 
ried.

to a rich binguer, but Charlemain, came not; in the midſt of the 
tanqutt they fill'd a tup ok deadly po: fon and gave it to the King, 
end the King dꝛank te the Queen, kur the popfen wzeught fo in 
(cir bodies, that they fell do an dead at the tate; Ster tyat rycp 
lelzed on all the ſtrong Caſt es and Cities, but could not find the

lodging under a palit of fairs, where he lay the term of ſeven years , 
tating nothing but ſcraps which wert daily byought bim in a basket 
(being unknown who he was) at length bis time of death growing
